It Claims to Furnish the “Finest in the 
World Its Other Novelties, 

Another claimant to the honor of furnishing 
the finest coffee in the world came to light 
yesterday in Jamaica, Commissioner George 
A. Douet opening up 4a little stand in the 
island’s pavilion in Manufactures, where cups 
of the beverage were given to all who wished 
to verify his statement. Jamaica has two 
kinds of coffee, one of whith goss to England, 
the other comes to America. That shipped 
to the * tight little island fetéhes 26 cents a 
pound in Jamaica, that is if a resident of that 
country is so fortunate as to be able to get it, 


while the kind that comes to America is sold , 


here at 17 cents a pound. The high price the 
first bri is due to properties imparted by 
the altitude at which the plant grows, it being 
raised on the Blue Mountains, 4,000 to 5,000 
feet above the level of the sea. The other is

‘Weare tryi to establish a trade with 
America for thehigh grade, said Mr. Douet 
yesterday, but we have several things to con- 
tend with.

One of the most prominent characters at 
the Congress on Education is a rather tall, 
heavily built man, hair, full beard, and mus- 
tache nearly snow white, a face calm and dig- 
nified, yet full of earnestness and energy.

W. H. Milburn, the blind Chaplain of Con- 
gress. He presides at the meetings of the 
Congress of Educators of the Blind. As soon 
as the meetings adjourn he is surrounded by 
a crowd of admiring men and women. 

Chaplain Milburn isa fascinating speaker. 
His voice is deep, mellow, and resonant; his 
utterance slow, but never halting, his words 
always well chosen. His few gestures are 
used at the right time to emphasize his points. 

Chaplain Milburn, despite his 70 and 
more years, is self-reliant and active to a de- 
gree that would put to shame many a younger 
man blessed with good eyes. He has a habit 
of walking abroad or standing with hat in 
hand, for he enjoys a sun bath above all

Chaplain Milburn was ordained ut the age 
2 half a century ago. His first year 
in the ministry was at Jacksonville, 
III.; the second at St. Louis. In 1845 he 
was chosen chaplain of the House of Repre- 
sentatives and a second time in 1855. He 
was chaplain of the House at the beginning 
of the Mexican War and at the birth of the 
Republican party. He preached his first ser- 
mon in Chicago in August, 1846, in the old 
Clark Street Methodist Church. From 1855 
to 1885 his voice was not heard in the halls 
of the Capitol, but since 1885 he has been 
chaplain of the House continuously. He has 
now been chosen chaplain of the Senate, 
which position he will take when Congress 
convenes. He has no church in Washington, 
though he has a large congregation, for he 
calls the House his congregation. In com- 
pany with his daughter he makes from 500 
to 1,000 visits during each session. He is 
author, lecturer, and traveler. His daughter 
is his amanuensis, reader, and constant com- 
panion.

determine the exact measure of responsibility 
in each case so as to say whether it did or did 
not constitute criminal responsiblity. There- 
fore they passed the case over to the grand 
jury in order that it might make a more 
searching and final investigation. 

The grand jury will not go as far as the 
Coroner’s jury has gone. It was the belief of 
the members of the latter that Mr. Burnham 
had been notified by Marshal Swenie of the 
dangerous condition of the Cold-Storage 
Building, and that as he had failed to see that 
the matter was attended to he was guilty of 
criminal negligence. Mr. Burnham says, 
however, that no such notice ever reached 
him, and that he can find no trace of it. The 
plans of the building were approved by him, 
but as submitted they were unobjectionable. 
That he should wateh so closely the construc- 
tion of the doncessionnaire buildings as to see 
that they conformed to the specifications was 
out of the question. If hedid not know of 
the defective chimney or was not spoken to 
with sufficient emphasis about it no responsi- 


] bility of any kind can rest on him. 


It is not likely that the grand jury will in- 
dict Marshal Murphy. It may be, as the 
members of the Coroner’s jury thought, that 
he made a grave error when he failed to 
order the firemen from the tower the moment 
he got to the fire. Undoubtedly he knew they 
were in a dangerous position without realiz- 
ing fully how deadly dangerous it was, but he 
thought only of putting out the blaze. It is 
not customary to indict firemen under such 
circumstances even if they do make mistakes 
of judgment in dealing with difficult fires. 

The other persons ordered held by the Coro- 
ner’s jury were in its epinion clearly guilty of 
“ sriminal negligence.“ The grand jury may 
take the same view of the case or it may con- 
clude that if the firemen had fought the -fire 
in a different way as they were asked.to by 
those in charge of the building there 
would have been no loss of life. The testi- 
mony given on many points was so incom- 
plete that it is impossible to say what conclu- 
sion may be arrived at by a grand jury after a 
thorough investigation. 


CAUSE OF THE COLORADO AND KANSAS 
BANK FAILURES. 


banks in Denver, which threatens to result in 
elosing most of those institutions and to 
badly embarrass a large number of business 
houses,’ is asad commentary on the insin- 
cerity of the free silver monometallists who 
are the cause of all this trouble. The banks 
were sound in the sense that their securities 
far exceed their liabilities, but the depositors

Lease’s “ Populist” fiat shin- 
plaster communities have heard but one side 
of the silver issue and read only ‘‘ Populist” 
and free silver papers on the subject of 
„ money.“ They are the wictims of a craze 
tor cheap money,” and many of the number 
have wrought themselves into the firm belief 
that after repealing the Sherman act at the 

extra session Congress will substitute a free 
coinage of silver on the old 16 to 1 ratio. 
Each one helps to befog the other in that 
self-delusion. They are pervaded by a lunatic 
fancy, and every one of the fellows thus ex- 
pecting free silver coinage for which they are 
vociferating knows that free silver dollars of 
$71 grains cannot be worth more than 50 to 
60 cents, because that is all that 871 grains of 
silver are worth on any part of the globe: All 


assertion that free silver coinage in. this coun- 
try could appreciably raise the value of silver 
bullion all over the world, especially as the 
United States Treasury has now on hand some 
four hundred millions of silver dollars, which 
are more than can be floated in circulation.

HOW MGANN wages THE SILVER QUES- 


Congressman McGann announced last week 
that he was studying the silver question.“ 
Thereupon he set off for Washington. It was 
supposed at first that he was going there for 
the purpose of collecting information about 
the most urgent question which is to come be- 
fore the body of which he isa member—that 
he would go to the Treasury Department, for 
instance, and hear what the officials there had 
to say on the silver question. Instead of do- 
ing that he made a wild foray on the Secretary 
of Agriculture and succeeded in getting twen- 
ty-six of his Democratic constituents appoint- 
ed to places in the meat inspection service. It 
has been stated that the Secretary intended to 
abolish this service altogether, on the ground 
that it was a needless expense. It looks, 
however, much as if he made those statements 
in order to justify the dismissal of Republic- 
an experts—to be replaced soon afterwards by 
Democrats, incompetent ward bummers. 
Such is the general outcome of all Demo- 
cratic attempts to reduce expenses. 

Whatever may have been the motives of 
the Secretary, it is evigent that Mr. McGann 
is paying much more attention to tax-eating 
than he is to the silver question, although only 
a few of his constituents are interested in the 
first and all of them will be affected seriously 
by the manner in which the latter is settled. 
It is of more importance to the workmgmen 
in Mr. MoGann’s district that they should get 
their pay in dollars which are worth what 
they pretend to be than that a few dozen peo- 
ple should have offices. Congress will meet 
in less than three weeks and therefore Mr. 
McGann has not much time left for study. 
He should lock himself up in some place 
where the officehunters cannot get at him and 
proceed to burn the midnight oil till he has 
found out that there can be no gold and silver 
bimetallism until the silver dollar is worth 
intrinsically as much as the gold dollar and 
that the legal ratio of coinage must coincide 
with the commercial one, or the overvalued 
coin will drive out the undervalued one, in 
which case there will be no bimetallism. 


FOR A NON-PARTISAN JUDICIARY. 

There is reason to hope that the acton of 
the Chicago Bar Association in arranging for 
a bar primary to nominate the eight or ten 
Judges to be elected next November will lead 
to satisfactory nominations and to success. 
The meeting of Tuesday was conducted in the 
proper spirit, and the program agreed upon 
seems to be both politic and prudent. The 
fact that Gov. Altgeld’s spokesman Darrow 
protested against the action taken will be its 
best comniendation to the general public. 
The applause which greeted the mention of 
Judge Gary’s name leaves no doubt as to the 
spirit in which the Judicial campaign will be 
conducted. The association acted wisely in 
calling its convention early. To defer action 
would be to give opportunity for political 
intrigue and log-rolling. : 

But still more prudent work needs to be 
done. There ought to be some concerted ac- 
tion among those members of the bar who 
have no Judicial aspirations themselves—men, 
say, of the standing of John J. Herrick, W. 
G. Beale, A, M. Pence, and Gen. George W. 
Smith on the Republican side, and T. A. 
Moran, J. Barton Payne, F. S. Winston, and 
William J. Hynes on the Democratic side. If 
fifty such lawyers would unite in signing 
nominating papers for eight candidates, in- 
cluding Judge Gary of course, their selection 
by the bar primary would be assured, and 
there will be little doubt thereafter of their 
selection by the people. 

The Judges are the principal officers to be 
elected this fall. The choice will or should 
be made on the score of fitness, There is 
little doubt that if good nominations are 
made by the members of the bar they will be 
indorsed by the Republican convention. 
Mayor Harrison may insist that a convention 
of officeholders shall name eight Democratic 
lawyers. But against such a combination a 
non-partisan ticket headed by Judge Gary, 
indorsed by the Republican convention and 
supported by the leading Democratic lawyers, 
and by the more intelligent and patriotic men 
of the Democratic party, certainly would 
win. 

The work was begun well Tuesday. If 


good feeling and prudence characterize the 


proceedings under the auspices of the Bar As- 
sociation to the same extent during the next 
ten days there need be no doubt as to the 
ultimate success of the movement.

A NONSENSICAL PROPOSITION. 

One of the World’s Fair directors thinks 
that the $1,900,000 received from the gov- 
ernment should be returned to it, although 
the Exposition is to be closed Sundays hence- 
forth. The other directors are of a contrary 
opinion and say that they know of no reason 
why it should be returned. They are clearly 
in the right, for there is none. 

Congress led off by appropriating $2,500,- 
000 for the Fair on condition it was closed 
Sundays. The directors in accepting the 
money agreed to close. Then Congress with- 
held $570,000 of the $2,500,000 it had 
agreed to give, thus violating the terms of the 


‘agreement, The directors had no redress. 


If a private person had acted thus they would 
have gone to the courts for relief, but if Con- 
gress instead of grabbing back $570,000 
had grabbed back $2,000,000 the directors 


should be returned, and the directors should 
not vote to pay a single nickel of it. 
THEY CANNOT HOLD OVER. 

The law passed at the last seasion provides 
that the County Commissionérs to be elected 
in November, 1894, shall hold office for .two 
years. The members of the present board 
elected from the City of Chieago—all of them 


being Democrats—whosé terms expire this 


fall, are anxious to hold over for a year. They 
do not want to run the risk or to go to the ex- 
pense of appealing to the people for reélec- 
tion next November. So persistent are these 
city members in insisting on their preposter- 
ous demand that they have called on the At- 
torney-General for his opinion, hoping that 
he ean be induced to decide in their favor. 
The Attorney-General has not been à das- 
zling success as a lawyer, but it is difficult to 
see how he can find any way in this case to 
get around the plain provision of the Constitu- 
tion that no law shall be passed which shall 
operate to extend the term of any public 
officer after his election or appointment.“ 
The Legislature had no power to say directly 
in its new law that the Commissioners now in 
office should hold fot a year longer. It has 
no power todo it by indirection. The law 
under which one year elections were held be- 
ing repealed it becomes the duty of the County 
Clerk to call an election to choose Oommis- 
sioners to act from December, 1893, to De- 
cember, 1894. 

The Colvin case was somewhat like this. 
During 1875 the city organized under the 
general incorporation act, which provided for 
the election of a Mayor in April of the odd- 
numbered years. Colvin, whose regular term 
expired in November of 1876, wanted to hold 
over to the spring of 1877, and the Council 
failed to calla special election for April of 
1876. The matter went inte the courts, where 
it was decided unanimously that it was the 
duty of the Council to calla special election 
and that this hold-over game should not have 
been played. In the case of the reorganiza- 
tion of a city under the general law the old 
officers may have to hold over for a brief 
time until the new organization is started, but 
that is not in violation of the Constitution, be- 
cause it is done with the approval of the peo- 
ple, who, in voting fora new charter, know 
they are extending the terms of their officers a 
little. The voters of this county have not had 
an opportunity to say whether they are will- 
ing that the present Commissioners shall stay 
a year longer in places they have shown they 
are not qualified to fill, 


TOO MANY IRRESPONSIBLE NOTARIES. 

Mr. E. S. Dreyer made some sensible re- 
marks at the last meeting of the Real Estate 
Board on the subject of notaries public in 
this county. He stated that there were now 
7,357 of them, while there should not be over 
500, and that many of the persons occupying 
these positions do not discharge properly 
their important duties. Said he: 


In a great many cases @ notary fills out an ac- 
knowledgment without knowing whether it is 
actually the man and wife who sign it. The deed 
is sent out of the State to purchasers or lenders. 
Sometimes years afterwatd it is ascertained that 
the real wife never signed the deed, I know of 
such cases, I know of dn case wherein a notary 
transacted business for a dead man and helped to 
manipulate the abstract of property so that no 
lawyer could diseever anything wrong. In other 
cases men who do not wish their wives to know 
of the transaction take other women before an 
irresponsible notary and they perjure themselves. 
The real wives find it cut only when mortgages 
on their homes are foreclosed. 


Of course a notary should not acknowledge 
a signature unless he knows that the person 
appearing before him is really the individual 
he or she claims to be, Few are they, how- 
ever, who live up to a rule which is manifestly 
so proper. Mr. Dreyer’s statement shows 
that some notaries are guilty of actual crime, 
not merely of laches. 

In one of his assertions Mr. Dreyer was 
slightly in error, or rather his statement was 
calculated to mislead. He said: 

All that is necessary fora person to secure an 
appointment is to obtain fifty signatures to a pe- 
tition and to filea bond for $1,000. No ques- 
tions are asked whether the applicant is capable 
or whether the signatures represent taxpayers or

Altgeld and 
plead as earnestly with him to appoint only a 
few notaries, and those good ones, as he 
pleaded with him to pardon the Anarchists, 
the Governor surely will comply. New peti- 
tions are presented daily, and terms of old 
officers who are asking for reappointment are 
expiring. If the Governor chooses, he can 
work speedily a great reform and then when 
the Legislature meets a year and a half hence 
it can amend the law in accordance with Mr.

I have killed six or 
seven men since I have been on the road and I 
have always noticed that where I run over a 
live man some of his blond always splashed 
on the wheels of the engine or on the ash-pan. 
In this case there was none. I hadn’t much 
time to waste so I didn't examine closely, but 
as I remember, the body had that bluish ap- 
pearance which bodies have after the life has 
been out several hours and where the bodies 
have been exposed. In runni over this 
body I knocked off a piece of the skull, 
mangled the body more or less, and dragged 
it, I should say, 100 feet from where I first 
saw it. There is the curve just ahead and it 
was just this side that the body lay, its face 
down, and full length along the track. Ifa 
man wants to commit suicile by being run 
over by a locomotive he doesn’t usually 
stretch out in that way. 


Where the Body Was Found, 


The engineer pointed out the fence as his 
engine darted around the ‘curve like some- 
thing that had been stung.

Went Away Sober. 


Feeney was some years ago a prosperous 
merchant in La Salle. He lost his business 
and social standing because he loved the taste 
of whisky. At the tame time he was never 
boisterous or vituperative. His potations 
made him melancholy, and he preferred, 
when under the influence of drink, to go away 
and mope. He came to Streator and was 
employed as porter in the Plumb House, al- 
though his abilities were far in advance of 
such a position. He seldom talked to any 
one, but when he did his remarks were brim- 
ful of wit. Thursday night he was considera- 
bly off his feet, having quit the job he had at 
the hotel a few ‘days before. He was locked 
up more for the $ PUrpone of giv him shelter 
than because he was a turber. Frida 
morning he borrowed 10 cents from a friend, 
and for it got a shave, He attired himself in 
clean linen, and was seen several times on the 
street. The last seen of him alive was Friday 
night about 8 o’clock.

SAYS IT IS A SLANDER. 


WILLIAM LOEB OF THE VIENNA OAFE 
SUES FOR $160,000 DAMAGES. 


He Brings Action Against the Heissier &

POSTOFFICE EARNS MUCH MORE MONEY. 


Heavy Increase of Receipts Over Those of 
Former Years Shown by the Report. 

The annual statement for the year ending 
June 30 has just been prepared by the cashier 
of the Chicago Postoffice. It shows the net 
income and the per cent of expenses and also 
the increase of receipts over the previous 
year as follows:

Postmaster Sexton believes that the sub- 
stantial increase. in receipts ought to con- 
vince the postal authorities of the necessity 
of an increase of the working force.

Asa result the pres- 
ent employés are in many cases overworked, 
and the public does not get such a service as 
could readily be arranged with additional 


help. 


General Traffic Still Disappointing. 

Lines both east and west are complaining dis- 
mally about small earnings and particularly 
about the falling off in freight traffic. There 
has been a fair movement of produce to the East, 
but outside of that the freight business is de- 
cidedly disappointing. It is rather worse in the 
West than in the East, and freight agents are not 
taking a hopeful view as to the prospects of in- 
creased business. Taken altogether the railroad 
situation in reference to prospective earnings as 
seen by Chicago officials is anything but cheer- 
ful. Itis a pretty ral opinion that no mat- 
ter how low Worid's Fair rates may be made, 
the traffic to Chicagois bound to be disappoint- 
ing, because the financial troubles thoughout the 
country are so severe that people are left too 
poor to travel extensively no matter what rates 
are.

WESTERN PASSENGER LINES HAVE | 


MANY NEW PROPOSITIONS. 


Their Efforts Still Devoted to the Preserva- 
tion of Rates in the Territory Adjacent 
to ChicagoAll Proposed Cuts Affect 
Only People at a Distance«The Alton 
Gives Notice of a Substantial Reduction 

‘ from Kansas City to St. Louis and This 

City- Eastern Troubles Up Today. 

It now looks as if there would be as many 
different propositions for reduced World’s 
Fair rates submitted at the meeting of the 
Western Association tomorrow as 
there will be roads represented. Several new 
propositions have been brought forward since 
the meeting was called, and some of these are 
from the same roads who signed the call, 
which would indicate they ure not altogether 
satisfied with the original ptoposition. One 
plan that will be offered is to make ail excur- 
sion rates on a mileage basis, the rate per 
mile varying inversely according to the dis- 
tance. It is proposed to make the round trip 
rate within the radius of the first 100 miles 
5 cents a mile, that is, 24¢ cents a mile each 
way, and to grade that rate down until a rate 
of 3 cents a mile from the most distant terri- 
tory is made. This will give the railroads 
rather more income than they would derive’ 
from the traffic if rates were based on oné 
fare for the round trip, and it would practic- 
ally preserve the rates in the territory near to 
Chicago at present figures, which is what all 
the roads seem to desire. 

Another plan that has been proposed is to 
divide the territory into belts according to 
distance and make rates for each of these 
belts varying from one and one-third fare 
from the territory adjacent to Chicago down 
to a one imited fare from the most distant 
territory. This would cut the rate from the ter- 
ritory farthest west to a lower point than was 


‘proposed in the original plan, which made the 


rate in all territory over 200 miles away from 
Chicago one regular first-class fare. One lim- 
ited fare isin some cases considerably less 
than the regular unlimited rate.

WILL TAKE RADICAL ACTION, 


Eastern Rate Demoralization to Be Hand- 
led by Trunk Lines Today. 

Up to the present time the Eastern roads 
have prevented the spreading of the demoral- 
ization started in Eastern World's Fair rates 
by the reduction of the Big Four. Little hope 
is entertained of confining these rates to the 
Big Four territory, however, and the only rea- 
son that it has been done so far is that the 
roads have been disposed to wait for the meet- 
ing of the Trunk Line Joint Executive com- 
mittee which will be held in New York today 
and will take up this question. This commit- 
tee, which consists of the Presidents and gen- 
eral officers of the trunk lines and Central 
Traffic Association roads, with Com- 
missioners Walker, Blanchard, and Goddard, 
will take up the whole question of Eastern 
World’s Fair rates, and itis not improbable 
that some radical action will be taken.
